None of the documents cited in the ISR describes the constitution in which (1) a 
representative voltage (mean value or the like) is calculated from the battery voltages measured in 
plural voltage measuring systems, and (2) the voltage correction value is calculated based on the 
representative voltage, to correct the measured voltage of a secondary battery. This constitution is 
not considered to be obvious to a person skilled in the art either.
